twelve hours, arose over the arrest [of 
Abel Murrilio, a passenger, who Is said 
to - be the secretary of General Uribe- 
Urlbe,

revolutionary' leader. 


Murrilio was dragged from the shit at 
Cartagena despite his claim that he 
was under the protection of the Ger- 
man flag, and was taken ashore pro- 
testing vigorously.

his body by Ihe Colombian officers of

The full text of tlhe 
postmaster 


general's order prohibiting rural free 
delivery carries acting as agents for 
«xpress companies or other people, 
is now available. 
This is the order 


"which was called out by the fact 
that certain of Ithie carrfers ware 
acting1 as agents for wholesale li- 
quor houses in large cities. 
It/ says: 


"Hereafter 
jmra.1 letter carriers 


•shall not act as agent, salesman or 
solicitors for express companies, let- 
ter box manufacturers, 
wholesale 


Tiouses, corporations or 
firms, 
nor 


engage in any business or avocation 
which would interfere with .the prop- 
er performance of their* official du- 
ties. 
They may act as news agents, 


sell newspapers, or periodicals 
on 


'their own account, 
or accept and 


collect subscriptions 
for the same. 


"When carriers 
'receive newspapers 


or periodicals by express or by other 
means outside the mails, to be sold 
or delievered on their routes, they, 
as .news agents, will be required- to 
pay postage on such matter at tiie 
second . class rate of postage, (one 
cent per pound) except in the case of 
county papers 
which are mailed 


free to subscribers residing in 
the 


county in which they are published. 


"This order is1 not intended to pro.- 


hibit carriers from performing vari- 
ous private commissions tor the ac- 
commodation 
of 'patrons, on their 


routes, so long as it does not inter- 
fere with the regular and prompt 
performance of their duties."

of the worst diseases which can be 
transmitted by milk quite as well as 
by impure drinking water. This fact 
can be illustrated , by. calling 
to 


mind one dealer in Chicago, eighty- 
five per cent, of whose customers 
suffered more or less from typhoid 
fever. 
On investigating the case it 


was'found that the cans were washed 
with %a'ter from:' an 'old shallow well, 
instead of being scalded as all milk 
cnns should be. 
Such, carelessness 


and lacW of cleanliness 
is criminal 


and should be punished." 
We have 


no means of knowing the condition 
of the milk of the local dealers as 


a whole, but we do know that some 
of the milk which sfhbuld contain 
three per cent, or over of butter fat, 
only contain^, one and fouiHemtfcs 
per cent, or less .than one-half that 
required by law. 
Again, some milk 


dealers, in warm weather, when the 
milk is apt to sour, will prevent that 
souring by the use of formalin of 
boracic acid or other preservatives, 
some of which 
are rank poisons, 


others of which are harmless except 
that -they will prevent digestion 
of 


the mills for 'the same reason 
that 


they prevent souring. 
The addition 


of water 
or* the subtraction 
of 


cream are harmless. 
Nevertheless, 


it is adulteration in the eyes of the 
law and should always be punished 
just as severely,as' harmful adulter- 
ation. Let Janesville's health 
officer 


make arrangements to have our food 
supply kept free' from adulterations 
of all kinds.

A MEMORY OF THE 


SUMMER OF 1816 


The Danville, (111.,) News, -with a 


thoughtt'ulness 'tftat cannot be too 
highly commended, recalls the mem- 
ory of the summer of 1816 to its old 
subscribers, and gives some interest- 
ing facts concerning the meteorologr 
leal conditions which then prevailed 
in these parts. 


If the recollections .of the News 
are not at fault, and it seems 
to 


think they are not. the. summer can 
not. strictly speaking, be1 said 
to 
have ever set in.. 
'Along in April, 


when the gardens' should have been 


• exhibiting signs of active life, 
the 


snow on the ground was from four to 
six- feet deep, and frozen solid 
for 


half its depth. 
In May only the 'Sur- 
face of it had melted, and the ground 
could not be reached for planting 
purposes 
'except by t\imn&lin.g. lu 


June the snow had disappeared, but 
the ground 
was still frozen hard. 
and along toward the latter »part of 
that month another .Jail 'occurred, 
which made sleighing good in Dan- 
ville and vicinity for several clays. 


On the morning of July 4th water 


froze in the wells and pitchers of the 
early settlers, and there was excel- 
lent skatfing 
on the neighboring 


ponds. 
Snow fell toward noon and 


'the usual Independence day exercises 
were :held in a church warmed by 
blazing log fires, and were partici- 
pated in by men and women in mid- 


• winter clothing. 


The spring, when it came in real- 


ity, was so short and severe that 
no vegetation could thrive in it. In 
August, the corn, which had strug- 
gled against adverse circumstances, 
went to tassel so, early that it was 
useless except as' fodder. Corn from 
other parts of the. country brought 
unheard of prices, and for seed to be 
used in the springjol' 1817 farmers 
were obliged to provide themselves 
with corn grown in 1S15. All bread- 
stuffs went up and Hour a year after- 
wards sold at $1.7 a barrel.

century of life which was given to 
ministerial and 
scientific work, Dr. 


Adam- Miller, the preacher-physician, 
is dead at his residence, 172 Ashland 
boulevard--'; He' -was 91 years ot age.
